Conduct, dress must meet 
campus Handbook standards

Anyone who walks across the cam¬ 
pus can hear some of the most foul 
language imaginable. The Handboook 
addresses the issues of conduct and 
dress on campus, clearly outlining 
what is expected and excepted. 

“Every student should have re¬ 
ceived a copy of the TJC Handbook 
and been made aware of these rules 
during orientation and registration. Stu¬ 
dent Services Director Otis Webster 
said. “There is no reason a student 
should not know the rules.” 

Webster said the dynamics of the 
student body creates specific challenge. 
TJ C students come from many coun¬ 


tries, backgrounds and home environ¬ 
ments. They bring their experiences to 
the campus with them and some are not 
appropriate. Most referrals to 
Webster’s office are cases of insubor¬ 
dination or loudness in the classroom, 
he said. He sees few instances of fights 
or other serious problems. “Campus 
security does a good job on campus 
with the minor problems we do have, “ 
he said. 

“We see more students on a daily 
basis” Webster said, “but it is due to 
our being more vigorous in our efforts 
in matters of conduct. Some of our 
students have never had to be respon¬ 
sible for their conduct before arriving 
on campus at TJC.” 

Students called in for problems with 


conduct and discipline can face a wide 
range of disciplinary actions. These 
range from counseling to permanent 
suspension from TJC. Students can be 
placed on short probation, assigned 
community service or put on probation’ 
for the rest of the semester. Some stu¬ 
dents may be referred to anger manage¬ 
ment classes, depending on the sever¬ 
ity of the problem, Webster said. 

“TJC is one of the finest campuses 
in the nation academically and socially” 
Webster said. , “ We are doing great 
things here and want our students to 
reflect the integrity of the school. TJC 
is destined for higher heights and every 

teacher and student can be a part of this

Those who want to 
do a good deed or earn some 
hours for a class can volunteer 
and be certain they are making 
a difference for those they en¬ 
counter, said Terri Smith, Di¬ 
rector of Community Rela¬ 
tions.

Parents Anonymous, a na¬ 
tional organization founded in 
1969, started in Smith County 
in 1984. Jolly K., an abusive 
mother, and her social worker 
began the organization because 
her kids were taken away. She 
didn’t want others to have to 
go through what she had. Their 
mission is “Strengthening 
families and building strong 
communities.” 

The whole family can be 
involved in Parents Anony¬ 
mous with curriculum for all 
ages, this program requires 2.5 
hours per week for 15 weeks. 
It offers time options to suit 
parent’s schedules. Parents and 
leaders deal with such issues 


as “Discipline vs. Punishment” 
and “Responding Instead of 
Reacting.” A child behavioral 
specialist expects to complete 
curriculum for infants to 3 year- 
olds by January,2004. 

Many times, Smith said, 
parents choose to join this pro¬ 
gram to strengthen their fam- 
ily. Sometimes the court or¬ 
ders parents to participate to 
keep their children. 

Nationally, after parents 
attend 3-5 sessions, abuse stops 
in the home, Smith said. PA 
programs are free to the public 
so they need volunteers to lead. 

Volunteers must complete 
a 16-hour training time and 
commit 2.5 hours a week for 
15 weeks. They work directly 
with people in the program or 
become group facilitators who 
lead on-going small support 
groups. Smith said even those 
who cannot commit to this 
much time can help do paper¬ 
work or make sandwiches for 
families coming in that 
evening.

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Apaches drop Blinn 56-51 to remain undefeated

The TJC Apaches Foot¬ 
ball Team and Head Coach 
Dale Carr remain unde¬ 
feated after a 56 -51 shoot- 
out Oct. 4 at Rose Stadium. 
Delayed four hours because 
the Blinn College bus broke 
down on the road, Kickoff 
came at 6 p.m. . 

No. 6 TJC and No. 10 


Blinn Buccaneers gave fans 
a high- scoring game that 
ended with the Apaches win¬ 
ning, 56-51. TJC ran up 529 
yards while Blinn gained 587 
yards for a combined total of 
1,116 offensive yards. 

Blinn opened the game 
with a 79-yard drive to take a 
7-0 lead, but the Apaches 
answered with a big play and 
tied the game. The first quar¬ 
ter ended tied, 7-7. 


In the second quarter, the 
Apaches outscored the Buc¬ 
caneers, 35-3, to go into the 
half-time with a 42-10 lead. 

With the East Texas Fair 
in the background, Blinn 
came roaring back in the sec¬ 
ond half, outscoring the 
Apaches, 41-14. Only 56 
seconds remained on the 
clock when, Blinn scored 
on a 8-yard pass to make the 
score, 56-51. On the kick¬ 


off Blinn tried an inside kick, 
but TJC’s Anthony Kestrel 
recovered the ball to seal the 
win and give Blinn their first 
loss. 

Buccaneers' quarterback 
Dane King completed 37 of 
64 passes for 386 yards while 
TJC’s Tony Eckert finished 
the game with 12 of 21 for 
346 yards. 

Tailback Vincent Brown 
carried the ball 14 times for 


129 yards for the Apaches. 
Werrick Ross rushed for 184 
yards on 29 carries for the 
Buccaneers. 

The victory moves the 
Apaches’ record to 6-0 over¬ 
all and 3-0 in conference 
play. Blinn falls to 4-1 over¬ 
all and 1-1 in the conference 
standings.
